Fuflttve Slave* in Canada. 


A gentlemen by the, name of Stedman, ap- 


pointed to go over nnd ascertain the wants of 
the fugitive slave*, reports as follows In a com- 
munication to the Cleveland True Demo 
crat: 


There nre in Canada West probably not far 


from 3,000 fugitives. It is impossible to ar- 
rive at the exact number, as they sire daily 
arriving, many of them having been hurried 
.away from the Free (?) States, where they 
hud accumulated some property; have sold 
their possessions at a great r-acrifice, and are 
in need at present. 


Large donations of clothing have been for- 


warded, and as there are plenty of opportu- 
nities for labor to those who will labor, and 
they can obtain provisions there cheaper than 
on the Reserve, there cannot be much Buffer- 
ing. Wheat is but four to five shillings per 
bushel. Corn three shillings per bushel. Pork 
three dollars per barrel. 


Canada West is the place for the people of 


color to settle. 


The soil is fertile, and well covered with 


beautiful timber, and the rivers Thames and 
Sydenhnm are navigable by vessels of the first 
class, that sail upon the Lakes. 


As good land " nslay before the sun," can 


be purchased for $2,50 per acre, and suffi- 
ciently near those rivers to afford tliem au 
opportunity of shipping their wood to the 
Detroit market. 


There is a steam mill owned by colored 


men at Pawn, on tho Sjdenham river, that 
this season loaded a vessel with black walnut 
lumber for the Boston market, at $14 per 
thousand. 


Many of the people of color are making 


money in Canada West. 


From what information I could obtain from 


the moat reliable sources, 'there has been suf- 
ficient donations to meet their present neces- 
sities, and unless Christmas holidays shall fur- 
nish enlarged stampedes, there cannot be much 
need in Canada West. 


The Eastern district I did not visit, and of 


course cannotiudge.

OREGON:—Mr. Thurston, the Delegate from 
Oregon, has published a circular showing the 
extraordinary inducements for emigrants to go

or the removnl of the tribes. A bill was also 
utssed givihg to all men over eighteen yoara 
>f age arriving and settling in Oregon previous 
o December, 1850,-32(Vacre« of land, if single, 
and if married 640 acres. The bill then pro- 
vides that if those single men marry in one 
year from the Isd of December, 1850, they 
shall receive 640 ncrea. White males over 
twenty-one, emigrating to the country and 
settling there, between the first day ef Decem- 
ber, 1850, and the fir*t d«y of December, 1853, 
shall receive 160 acres of land, if R single man, 
and if married, then, 320 acres. • But there 'is 
alto a provision here, that if single men mar- 
ry in orie year after arriving In the Territory, 
they thriit.receive 82p acres. All male nriti- 
or» wWjto to the country, and settle and be- 
come twenty-one before December, 1868, will 
receive 160 acres of land, absolutely, and if 
they marry in one ye«r after arriving at major- 
ity, they will receive 320.

To make Butter lu tUe Winter.

makinjr good*butter in the winter is very im- 
perfectly understood.

in New England, it is 


constantly practixed, and the process is as fa- 
miliar as that of making butter in May or Oc- 
tober. The short history of it is this:— 


The cows should be stabled, and fed on 


»ood sweet hay, and if other provender is ad- 
ded so much the better. 
Instead of keeping 


the milk in a warm pi nee, it should be put in 
a cold one, and no matter how soon it free- 
zes. Freezing witl separate the cream much 
more perfectly than it will rise without, and 
it is taken oft* with much less trouble. 
When 


the cream is churned, the churn should not 
be placed too near the fire. The ordinary 
warmth of the kitchen will be sufficient. 
Too 


much heat will destroy both the complexion 
aml./Zutw of the butter. ( It will require a 
little more time in churning, than it does in 
warm weather; and that is alt the real diffi- 
culty in making as good butter in January, 
as van be made at any senson of the year. 


Butter cured with one half ounce of com- 


mon salt, one fourth ounce of saltpetre; one 
fourth ounce of moist sugar, pounded together 
and used in the proportion of one ounce to 
the pound of butter, will, on trial, be found 
to keep any length of time, and have much 
finer flavor than when salted in the usual 
manner.—Saturday Express.
